WESI POINT BLAZE. 


A disastrous fire which involved 


the loss of $35,000 in goods and pro. 
perty, occurred at West Point at 
an early hour this morning, through 


the setting alight of a store of ten- 
leayes by sparks from s chatty.

There are three matters about 
which I should like ‘to talk to you 
to-day.

Forest Fires, 


The second thing of which I 
wish to speak is this: During 
the last few days in the course of 
my journeys round the New Ter- 
ritories, I: have observed that 


‘there have been a ‘large nuntber 


of hill fires which have destroy- 
ed both the grass and the pine 
woods. This is most~deplorable 
for thig reason: If the. hills are 
pare of grass and trées when the 
raing set in, the earth on the 
hiJlside has| no defence against 
the erosive force of the water and 
very soon nothing is left but 
bare rock on which nothing can 
grow and the whole hill becomes 
The 
result is not only that the coun- 
try folk will one day dack even 
a stick of fuel, but that the places 
where the smoke curling: above 
the trees marked the presence of 
villages, will become an empty 
waste. ‘Thus to turn the coun- 
tryside. into a. wilderness is a 
wicked waste of nature’s gifts to 
the .people.. Mencius had said, 
“Let the axe and sickle go to the 
forest in due season and the peo- 
ple.swil] have abundance of wood.” 
Ifcare must be used in plying 
the axe and sickle to collect fuel, 
how much more care must be used 
with all-devouring fire. Com- 
pared to the largest sickle and the 
broadest axe, fire is a. thousand

DANGER oF “OVER: HEATED 
aneeue : 


[BY DR, HUGH 8. CUMMING] 


There ure some animals which, 
1 ugon the approach of cold ‘wpather, 
retire to thelr respective dwelling 
places, usually in, the ground, and 
burrow in until the first warm days 
of spring. This habit of burrowing 
is not confined alone to some of tho 
lower animals. : 

In spite “of all the. information 
that has been disseminated by 
health agencies during the past 26 
years, there are. many people who 
take the opportunity at the first 
breath of cold weather to close 
their houses and seal themiselves up 
for the winter. In many cases, they 
show less diseretion than the 
animals, for..the animals seem to 
appreciate more than some human 
being the value of ventilation. 


Tt can be safely stated that ho 
matter how high or how low’ the 
price of this essential fuel is, ‘thou- 
sands of householders are wasting 
an unugual amount of coal ‘in an 
attempt to render living quarters 


‘| comfortable. 


An overheated house is unfavour- 
uble‘to good health, and at present, 
when coal is a costly commodity, it 
'is poor economy indeed to use ‘it 
without judgment and without 
securing the greatest amount of fuel 
value in an intelligent way. The 
temperature of your house should 
never be above 68 or 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit at the most. 


In order that the atmosphere in- 
doors -may be comfortable and 
healthful, a certain amount of 
moistute should always be present. 
The relative. humidity or moisture 
in tre air diminishes as the air is 
heated.. On very cold days, the ten- 
dency is to add more coal-to the 
fire. The hotter the fire, the more 
the air is heated and the greedier. 
it is for water. Such an atmos- 
phere soon becomes an ‘uncomfor- 
Dry 
air in the room causes an increased 
evaporation from our bodies, 
irritates tre nose and throat, and 
probably is one of the main causes 
of the usual cutarrhal conditions so 
common during the winter months, 

You should bear in mind that the 
power of air to absorb and retain 
heat depends in great measure upon 
the amount of moisture or water 
vapor which it contains, 


if the air in your home lacks the 
proper amount of moisture, the tem. 
perature must be maintained at a 
higher degree.in order to give the 
same sensation of warmth and com- 
fort to your body that is required 
when the air contains a normal 
amount of moisture. 

The- ordinary thermometer is an 
inexpensive article, and should form 
a part of the necessary ‘equipment 
‘of every home.’ The thermometer 
should always be your guide in, de- 
termining tie amount of heat re- 
quired, Tha’ addition of moistare 
to the atmosphere can be secom- 


-| plished more easily. by maintaining 


a proper system of ventilation. 


As a matter of fact, the most 
efficient heating system would be 
one which combines with om systera 
of ventilation, one which adds 
moisture to the dry alr. People who 
are afraid to have theit windows 
open in tre winter-frequently resort 
to another method in an attempt to 
supply sufficient. moisture, : 


They make use of pans of water 
in the heated room and as long ag 
there is water remaining in the pan 
they rest content, believing that the 
air in the rooms is sufficiently moist 
and:go on stoking’ the furnace: 


This method of placing pans fill- 
ed with water about the room, while 
‘has not 
proved sufficiently effective to pro- 
duce the deslred amount of com- 
fort and ease. The best method of 
adding moisture to heated alr is 
‘that of proper and sufficient ventila- 
tion. 


Keep the air of your house and 
office this fall-and during the winter 
months mhead as it has been during 
the summer, when ‘the heat forced 
you to throw the windows open. — 


Don't ‘be afraid of a breath of 
fresh air. 


If you watch your thermometer 
and the ventilation of your home, 
you will need to pay far Jess alten: 
tion to your eval bills and your 
doctor,

Central: and. « East Europe, 


Blaskovitch’s efforts are bogin-: 


ning to receive attention. He is 
an idealist onda fanatic. - 

He has sacrificed all his means 
in the movement. He looks like 
a beggar. But he astually belongs 
to one of the richer Hungarian 
feudal femilics.. The Blaskovitch 
estates were so great that a mail 
eoach took a day to traverse 
them. The Blaskovitch stables 
were famous and their colours 
victorious in many international 
races. Young Alexander in his 
youth lived a gay and rather 
riotous life, 

Tho latter part of his history is 
short. One day, efter many 
riotous woeks in Paris and Motite 
Carlo, the young nobleman dis- 
covered that his fortune was gone. 
He began to busy vad in 
polities. He returned to Hung- 
ary, stood :for Parliament and 
was elected. No longer a great] i 
landowner himself, he began 
studying the land question and 
became convinced, as a few other 
Hungarian-aristocrats have been, 
that the land question could not 
be avoided, and that sooner or 
later the landod classes would 
have to make = sacrifices if 
revolution was to beoverted. 

In. Vionna, some ten years be- 
fore the war, ha founded a roview, 
called The New Hurope, which 
he edited jointly with Baron von 
Acfenthal, who later “became} 
Foreign Minister of the Austro- 
Hungarian monarchy. When the 
war came, he went to Switzer- 
land, and as early as 1915 predict- 
ed tho radical revolution ‘which 
would come from the East and 
sweop over Europe. As « coun- 
ter-movement to the Red revolu- 
tion’of the prolotariat he preached 
ay ecarly as 1916 the liberation of 
the peasants and thoir organiza- 
tion into an international moye- 
ment.

After the war he began travel- 
ing all over Europe, In Paris he 
won the interest of Marquis de 
Vogue, leader of the French 
agrarians, In Italy he found a 
supporter in Don Sturzo, the 
leader of the Oatholie Party and 
an opponent of Mussolini. He 
negotiated with the World Agri- 
cultural Socioty in Massach- 
usetts, the Irish Farmers’ Union 
and Scandinavian organizations.’ 

Blaskovitch has slowly built-up 
an organization which the Sovict 
recognizes as ao. dangerous 
enemy, und which, -bit by, bit 
throughout” Eastern Europe, is 
gaining in.powoer- 

Whether his organization, as 
an international movement, is 
ever built up in.the form which 
the Green Crusador - desires, 
Blaskovitch proved his political 
perspicnoity whon he saw in the 
poasant the,mon of the future in 
East Europe.

country—in fact every sort of 
materia! imported from the ends 
of the earth and passing under the 
eyes of Appraiser’ Frederick J. H. 
Kracke. And they analyse all 
liquor seized by customs officials, 

“Virtually all liquor taken before 
it touches land is green and fresh | 
from the distillery, but scarcely 
any of it has been diluted! or poi- 
soned,” says Dr. Knight, “As soon 
as our bootleggers get it, they cut 
it to make it-go farther.” 

A beautiful-vlolet colour fs the 
laboratory danger signal of wood 
aleakol. 
Dr. Knight. pours out 2 Giclee 

liquor, , accurately measured, 
which looks, smells and is lubelled 
like good Scotch. To this he adds 
After deter- 
mining the percentage of alcohol 
present, he tests for wood alcohol, 

First he adds to a portion of the 
distillate a small amount of sul- 
phuric acid and some potassium 
permanganate, and after a few 
minutes decolorizes the solution’ 
with oxalic acid. 

“TE there is any wood dieghol'l" 
present, this treatment will turn 
it into formaldehyde,” he explains. 

Into another tube he pours acid 
magenta, which. is the violet- 
coloured coal tar product, fuchsine. 
To this he adds sodium sulphite 
and it becomes colourless. - 

“The magenta is still there; you 
just cun’t see it,” he says. -“For- 
maldehyde will bring it back, And 
if we started with wood alcohol 
in the other tube, we have formal-|¢ 
dehyde here.”

amount of sulphuric acid to the 


solution in the first tube, he empties 
‘one tube‘into the other. 
violet returns.

“Notice how deep the | 
colour is. That means lots of wood 
alcohol.

There are other tests, including 
that by a telescope-like instrument }4 
called an immersion refractometer, 
in which a tell-tale number may: be 
read off,on a scale. The best test 
to find the age of whisky is said to 
Be the simple expedient of tasting 
‘ But taste is no way to hunt 
a wood alcohol. 
“Criminal negligence ana not 


malice probably ‘is responsible for p 


the wood alcohol,” says Dr. Knight. 
“Bootleggers are supposed to get 
their aleoho! with which they dilute 
real whisky by re-distilling dena- 
tured alcohol. If it has been dena- 
tured by adding wood alcohol, re- 
distilling is useless. The poison 
goes right through the still.” 

A large closet in the laboratory 
is one of the most complete 
museums of. bottles that ever lured | 
the eye of a drinking man, There 
are. a. few. tins of opium. also. 
Mostly the bottles are whisky and’ 
champagne, but slso there are 
cognac, gin, liqueurs, wine and ale. 
Each is tagged us evidence, and the 
chemist knows about each quite as 
much as the man who concocted it, 
and ten times as, much as those 
who might have swallowed it. 

One’ bottle bears a Baltimore 
label... It seems elther to have been 
taken out and returned to America 
or else tu have been made abroad 
to eatch the old America clientele. 
A. “non-refillable”. bottle shows. a 
glass plug In the bottom through 
which it could have been filled 
again, “A queer, squat, juglike bot- 
tle covered with Chinese lettering 
bears a label in English which says: 

“This contains of medicine one 
pint. For lassitude, fatigue and 
mental langour take a teaspoonful 
diluted in water at bedtime.” 

“A Chinese ‘native wine,” says 
Dr. Knight. “I’m told-they dis- 
solve deerhorns and other queer 
ingredients to make it. Anyhow, 
it ia 43 por cent alcohol.”
